Early Marriage Blamed 
For Domestic Strife 
Baltimore.—Early marriages and luck 
of money are two of the principal 
causes of domestic woe, according to 
Miss Anna I>. Ward, secretary of the 
Family Welfare association, which set­ 
tles hundreds of family difficulties each 
year. 
“Men, in a great many instances, do 
not earn a Sufficient amount of money 
to support their families,” Miss W ard 
declares. 
“This forces the wife to go 
out to work in an effort to supplement 
tile family income. 
And, of course, 
when tile wife is out earning money 
the home and children are neglected.” 
Tile secretary of the association be­ 
lieves that a $1,200 annual income is 
the least on which a couple should 
marry. 
She says that $2,000 Is the 
least on which a family of four can 
decently live. 
Miss Ward declared another cause 
of domestic difficulties Is the lack of 
training of the wife. 
Many girls, she 
says, are forced to go to work early 
and do not have the advantage of tak­ 
ing domestic science courses, where 
sewing and cooking are. taught. They 
therefore 
are 
untrained 
to become 
homemakers at the time of marriage. 
She suys a jdrl should not marry be­ 
fore she is seventeen and that a boy 
should be at least twenty. A few years 
more make happier marriages, she be­ 
lieves. 
Early marriages predominate 
In the cases brought to flip attention 
of tim association, according to Miss 
Ward.

Things to Watch 
when Buying Hat 


Head Size Must Be Correct; 
Crown Should Be Even 
With Headline. 


T he fit of tin* h a t now en ters In n 
quest for new hats. 
N ow adays few women like to w ear 
a bat that has to be padded, how ever 
carefully the bandeau Is pm In, coifs 
demand a well-fitting hat. 
F o r one tiling, tile fit of the lint Jins 
everything to do with its serviceabil­ 
ity. 
T he h at w ith exactly the right 
head size, th a t seem s to belong with 
the w e a re r’s head, trots few er knocks 
than the one th a t doesn’t really flit 
correctly. 
T h e hat that is too large 
blows about, one Is Teaching continual­ 
ly and sliding it off one e a r over on 
the other. 
Tile h at th a t Is too small 
is constantly being pushed from tim 
forehead or tem ple w here It hinds and 
gives one a headache, or induces pro­ 
fuse perspiration which soils th e lin­ 
ing; or *»ne goes about carrying the 
hat In the hand for comfort. 
H a ts of 
which the brim s set too far down over 
the hack of the ne*k are alw ays get­ 
ting in the way and are pushed up by 
(he coat collar. 
And com fort? T he word Is unknow n 
to the woman w ho tries to w ear a hat 
th at does not fit her head, so it pays 
to search diligently and patiently un ­ 
til you find w hat you want. 
O therw ise 
you will discard th e hat after a few 
weeks or less of torm ent anyway, and 
the whole thing will have to he gone 
through with again. 
For a hat to fit. th e re are ju s t two 
things necessary; th e head size must 
be right, and the crown must be even 
with the headline. 
The hat m ust sit on the head as lf 
It belonged there. 
T his m eans th a t It , 
will not sit up too high, nor slip down 
too fa r over the eyes. 
Of course the 
p articu lar m anner in which the hat 
will be worn is taken into considera­ 
tion. but it m akes a difference w h eth ­ 
er it slides down over one eye of Its 
own malicious intent, or because' It 
“stays put.” 
A head size to be right m ust not 
bind at any point. 
If the w earer Is 
conscious of any portion of the bat 
pressing against h e r head, it Is not 
safe to purchase it. 
N either m ust th e 
h a t slid e around on th e head, 
rf a 
hat does not sta y on the head w ithout 
the w earer constantly having to ad ­ 
ju st it. it cannot be said to fit. 
If the 
original head size Is not right, m any 
women do not m ind Inserting a b an ­ 
deau to correct this, hut the padding 
m ust be a d justed so that it does not 
show. 
Get the kinds which do not 
m ake the head hot, or leave red m arks 
on the forehead. 
The base of the crown should be 
neither larg er nor sm aller than the 
head it is eupi*osed tq fit. 
T he crown 
should fit com fortably over the head­ 
line. 
It should n either hind the head 
anyw here nor leave largo spaces be­ 
tw een the head find the hat. 
No m at­ 
te r w hat size the brim, this rule Is in­ 
variable, and th e crown itself should 
cling snugly and com fortably to the 
head. 
If It is Impossible to keep the hat 
on w ithout a hatpin, you m ay be sure 
th a t the fit of the b at Is not right.

INVISIBLE

HE British Association for th* Ad­ 
vancement of Science met this year 
in Toronto, Canada. 
This is one of 
the few times when tills dignified body 
of English scientific men has met on 
this side of tile Atlantic. 
The presi­ 
dent, Sir David Bruce, K. C. B., F. K. 
S., took for his presidential address, 
the important and practical subject, 
"The Prevention of Disease." 
Of all the instruments which the 
mind and ingenuity of man has de­ 
veloped, the microscope, he said, is the 
most Important. 
With It, in Hie last 
50 years, the cauwe of almost all dis­ 
eases caused by minute living things 
has been discovered. 
But there are a 
number of common and destructive dis­ 
eases which are undoubtedly caused 
by germs which have never been seen 
by the human eye. This is not because 
they do not exist but probably be­ 
cause they are so small that not even 
the most powerful microscope is strong 
enough to make them visible. 
Innu­ 
endo, measles and scarlet fever huve 
uil the peculiarities of germ diseases, 
yet, so far, no germs ha va been found 
which are, beyond doubt, the causes 
of these diseases. 
Smallpox is per­ 
haps the most typical germ disease 
known, yet no one has ever been able 
to find its cause. 
Foot-and-mouth dis 
ease a thong animals is clea rly due to 
some germ, yet no one knows what 
it is. 
Tile generally accepted and prob­ 
able explanation of this strange Ritua­ 
ls. lion is that the germ* responsible for 
these diseases ure not only too small 
to be seen by the microscope but are 
also so small that they will pass freely 
through the finest filter made, and so 
cannot be "strained out,” cultivated 
and examined as can the^larger and 
more generally known germs. 
An invisible germ cannot be studied. 
This means that until a germ is made 
visible there is no way of knowing 
where it can be found in the body, 
how It affects the various organs, how 
it gets out of the body or in w hat form, 
what It lives on outs de the body, 
whether It is carl led by other animals 
or insects, how it gets back to the 
human body and bow It can be con­ 
trolled and the Infection of healthy 
persons be avoided. 
One hundred years ago, smallpox 
and yellow fever were equally mysteri­ 
ous. No one knew the cause of either 
disease 
No one knew whether they 
were carried by animals or insects, 
whether contact with the sick person 
would cause It. 
Today, we know that only mosquW 
toes can carry yellow fever, so we dis­ 
regard everything else In controling 
this disease. 
We suspect everything 
about a smallpox patient, Just as our 
forefathers did IOO years ago. 
Some day, the germ of smallpox will 
be found and then it will be as easy to 
stamp out this disease as It Is to con­ 
trol yellow fever.

Extreme .honesty Is a racial trait pe­ 
culiar to the Persian people, according 
to Svend Langmaek, representative of 
I a trading corporation of London, 'Urn 
lins made many trips to Persiu aud 
| knows the interior of the country well.- 
“As there are no railroads in Persia,” 
said Mr. Langmaek, “all transportation 
is made by caravan, camels being u od 
in place of freight curs. Though we 
send botit goods an i money far Into Ute 
I interior of Persia by it ran Tors whom 
we do not know and never see, we 
uever lose anything. 
“No doubt their mode of punishment 
for theft has something to do with it. 
Ti I eft is considered a very serious of­ 
fense and the punishment is severe. A 
person caught stealing or a per-on con­ 
victed of theft in Persiu is sentenced 
to have his hand cut off. Moreover, the 
thief must tell wide!} hand it was that 
clutched the stolen article. The offend­ 
ing hand is the one of which he Is be­ 
reft. It is an act aul fact that theft is 
almost unknown iii Persia. Probably 
most would-be thieves, in view of the 
punishment, think tin* game Isn t worth 
it 
“For minor crimes - that Is, those 
fulling below theft 
the punishment ia 
the 
bastinado. 
Bastinado is an ex 
tremely old form ut punishment, and 
consists o f beating t h e >oles of the of­ 
fender’s feet with sticks. 
“For capital 
offense murder—the 
murderer s head is cut off. So the crim­ 
inal code of Persiu begin# with the feet 
und ends with the head. 
“Persia is divided into provinces, 
und over each of these provinces is a 
governor appointed by the shah. For 
the privilege of being governor, the 
lieud of each province must pa) a cer­ 
tain amount to the shah every year. 
This amount be extorts from the people 
by taxation, direct demand, or by any 
old means he finds expedient (Noise 
quently, Persia’s development is hardly 
beyond the feudal state. In fact, they 
do live under a system of feudalism, 
“There ure a few schools maintained 
for persona of high ruuk, where they 
are taught reading and writing aud tin* 
Koran, but the more cultured und pro­ 
gressive of the Persian i*eople scud 
their sons to the foreign universities 
In ail of Persia, there is Just one 
school for girls. 
“But if ever Persia is abl# to build 
her own railroads, I believe tit ut tin* 
added prosperity of the country wilt 
# enable her to reach out f"r culture I 
betterment, for the Persians me un ex- 
tremail trustworthy and mentally bril­ 
liant people.”

Build Up Fertility 


Immediate 
Profits 
Result 
W hen Properly Used. 


Lime and legumes used properly 
will help to build up the fertility of 
the 
land 
and will 
give Immediate 
profits to the crop following the treat­ 
ment, finds l l T Lenoir of the Yad­ 
kin Valley (N, C.) section, who con­ 
ducted a demonstration with County 
Agent D. W, Roberts this past year. 
“Tlds year Mr. Lenoir had HO ie res 
in wheat. 
Part was grown on an al­ 
falfa sod, part on a plot where a (‘Fop 
of soy beans had been turned under, 
part on a clover sod and another part 
on old wheat stubble land,” says Mr. 
Roberts, “Previous to this year all of 
the land was thought to be of the 
same fertility. The land was prepared 
for wheat alike. 
Each plot received 
the same amount and kind of ferti­ 
lisers, the same amount and kind of 
seed and was sown practically on the 
same day. 
The only difference wa* 
that lime and alfalfa had been used 
on one plot; lime and soybeans on 
another; lime and clover on the tided 
and wheat stubble alone on tin1 fourth. 
“When the crop was harvested the 
alfalfa plot yielded at the rate of 34*4 
bushels of wheat per acre: the soy­ 
bean plot at th© rate of 27*4; the 
clover plot at the rate of 25, and the 
wheat stubble plot yielded at the rate 
of ti*a bushels per acre. 
“The crop cost Mr. Lenoir $15 per 
acre Including marketing and was sold 
on the local market for $2 per bushel. 
“To make a long story short* Mr 
Lenoir made a net profit of $54 per 
acre from the alfalfa sod plot, $40 per 
acre from the soy-bean plot, and $35 
per acre from the clover sod plot 
Where no lime ar.J legumes were used 
but only the wheat sod planted, ho 
lost $2 per acre on the venture.’*

Early Marriage Blamed 
Fo r D o m estic S trife 
Baltimore.—Early marriages and lack 
of money are two of the principal 
causes of domestic woe, according to 
Miss Anna I). Ward, secretary of the 
Family Welfare association, which set­ 
tles hundreds of family difficulties each 
y ear. 
“Men, in a great many instances, do 
not earn a sufficient amount of money 
to support their families,” Miss W ard 
declares. 
“This forces the wife to go 
out to work in an effort to supplement 
the family Income. 
And. of course, 
when the wife is out earning money 
the home and children are neglected.” 
The secretary of the association b e­ 
lieves that a $1,200 annual income is 
the least on which 
a couple should 
marry . 
She say s that $2,000 is the 
least on which a family of four can 
decently live. 
Miss Ward declared another cause 
of domestic difficulties is the lack of 
training of the wife. 
Many girls, she 
say s, are forced to go to work early 
and do not have the advantage of tak ­ 
ing 
domestic science courses, where 
sewing and cooking are. taught. They 
therefore 
are 
untrained 
to b ecome 
homemakers at the time of marriage. 
She say s a girl should not marry b e­ 
fore she is seventeen and that a b oy 
should b e at least twenty . A few y ears 
more make happier marriages, she b e­ 
lieves. 
Karly m arriages predominate 
in the cases b rought to the attention 
of the association, according to Miss 
Ward.

sex . Possibly 
its sheer illogic was to render her a bit more 
my sterious and indiv idual. 
Whatev er its* causes, the custom arose and 
;« 'arried out not only in 
coats but in wristbands also.

Institute. The chart below*, based on a department of agriculture fore 
cast, pictures the hog market as it will likely be this fall and winter 
The black spaces in the lower portion of each bar show the actue 
Chicago market prices for heavy hogs during September-Novembei 
19 24, January-March-May, 19 25. The probable range of the averag 
monthly price for the same type of hogs for September-Novembei 
this year, and January-March-May in 19 26 is indicated in the uppe 
portion of the bar. That is, the average monthly price of heavy hog 
at Chicago during November will probably range between $13.50 an< 
$14.50 as shown in the bar under November in the chart. The like!: 
price limit within which the average price for January, 19 26, wil 
probably fall if shown in the bar immediately to the right.

H E British Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science met this y ear 
in Toronto, Canada. 
This is one of 
the few times when this dignified body 
of English scientific men has met on 
this side of the Atlantic. 
The presi­ 
dent, Sir David Bruce, K. C. B., F. K. 
S., took for his presidential address, 
the important and practical subject, 
“The Prevention of Disease.” 
Of alt the instruments which the 
mind and iugenuity of man has de­ 
veloped, the microscope, he said, is the 
most important. 
With it, in the last 
50 y ears, the cause of almost ail dis­ 
eases caused by minute living things 
has been discovered. 
But there are a 
number of common and destructive dis­ 
eases which are undoubtedly caused 
by germs which have never been seen 
by the human ey e. This is not because 
they do not exist but probably be­ 
cause they are so small that not even 
the most powerful microscope is strong 
enough to moke them visible. 
Influ­ 
enza, measles and scarlet fever have 
ail the peculiarities of germ diseases, 
y et, so far, no germs have been found 
which are, bey ond doubt, the causes 
of these diseases. 
Smallpox is per­ 
haps the most ty pical germ disease 
known, y et no one has ever been able 
to find its cause. 
Foot-and-mouth dis 
ease atflong animals is clearly due to 
some germ, y et no one knows what 
it is. 
The generally accepted and prob­ 
able explanation of this strange situa­ 
tion is that the germs responsible for 
these diseases are not only too small 
to be seen by the microscope but are 
also so small that they will pass freely 
through the finest filter made, and so 
cannot be “strained out,” cultivated 
and examined as can the^ larger and 
more generally known germs. 
An invisible germ cannot be studied. 
This mean^ that until u germ is made 
visible? there is no way of knowing 
where It 
cun be found in the body , 
how it affects the various organs, how 
it gets out of the body or in what form, 
what 
It lives on outside the body , 
whether It is ca n led by other animals 
or insects, how it gets hack 
to the 
human body and how it can be 
con­ 
trolled and the Infection of healthy 
persons be avoided. 
One hundred y ears ago, smallpox 
and y ellow fever were equally my steri­ 
ous. 
No one knew the cause of either 
disease. 
No one knew whether they 
were carried by animals or Insects, 
whether contact with the sick person 
would cause it. 
Today , we know ihat only roosQul* 
toes can carry y ellow fever, so we dis­ 
regard every thing else in contruling 
this disease. 
We suspect every thing 
about e smallpox patient, just as 
out* 
forefathers did 100 y ears ago. 
Some day . the germ of smallpox will 
be found and then it will be os easy to 
stamp out this disease as It is 
to con­ 
trol y ellow fever.
